On Bunday s party of 1400 excuraiovists went from London to 
Boulogue by the South Easteru Railway and tbe steamers connected 
with it. ‘Three trains conveyed them to Fulkestone, where they 
arrived about ten o'clock.

The fema!e seated in the third class carriage was 
80 severely injured about tbe head that but slight hopes are enter- 
tained of her recovery, her comb and postions of her hair beiug 
afterwards found among the debris Several medical men were 
speedily on the spot and rendered all the assistance possible under 
the circumstances. Two other passengers were ra‘her severely in- 
jared, bat they were able to be removed to their homes, the lady 
above alluded to being taken to & house on the Lower Marine- 
terrace. 

WirHIN the grounds attached to the Royal Victoria Military 
Hospital at Netley the Prince of Wales laid on Monday the foun- 
dation stone of а monumental cross, to b» er-cied іп mem ry of 
the medical officers of the British army who fell in the Crimean 
war. The memorial, which will cost about £1,000, has been de- 
signed by Mr. T. Hayter Lewis, architect, of John-street, Adelphi 
It will be a p'ain monumental cross in the style of the beginning 
of the thirteenth century, fifty-six feet in height. The lower part 
will consist of а series of arches forming an oc'agonal arcade, sup- 
ported on sixteen coupled colomna of Derbsshire marble, tbe prin- 
cipal part of the erection being of Portlaud stone. Under this 
arcade will be placed marble tablets, explaining the object of the 
memorial, and recording the names of the medical officers who feli 
in the Orimean war. This will be surmounted by & smaller arcae, 
also of an octagonal form, the column thence tapering up gradually 
to а large cross 

Он Saturday morning в violent explosion occurred at Moorsley 
Colliery, belonging to the North Hetton Coal Company, in the 
county of Darham. The third of six boilers employed on the 
colliery burst, and was carried in four pieces high up ia the air and 
over the tops of the pitmen’s houses, to a distance of 200 to 300 
yards. The bricks and broken stesm pipes were scattered in all 
directions The two firemen who were attending the boilers were 
killed, and а child who was sitting in its grandmothers cottage, 
sixty yards from the seat of the explosion, also lost its life by & 
piece of steam-pipe crashing through the roof.

EXECUTION OF BRICRNELL. 

Ox Monday morning Frederick Charlas Bricknell sufered the last 
pousl'y of the law in frout of Newgate, for the wilful murder с! 
Jane Jeary, on the 8th Juue las’, at the Liou Tavera, 8t Mary's 
Islington The circam-tapces of the morder will b» fresh іш the 
recollection of our readers. Brckuell was à шай about tweuty- 
three yeare of age, and was emplored in ihe capsoiry of second 
waiter at the Lion Tavern, New Cattle-marike’, isliugton. His 
vio'im, Jane Jeary, was а domestic in the ваше establishinent. She 
is described as having been young snd good-looking, aud Brickuell 
was very much attached to her. Тие young wouan returned his 
attachment, but had a short time previous to the murder exhibited 
some coldness towards him, and had on one or two occasions re- 
turned home, when she had а holiday, in company with a youvg 
men whom she called her cousin. ‘i'his seems to have excited 
Bricknell's jealousy, and he declared that this person “ had broken 
his peace of mind" dit does not appear that Bricknell made any 
representation to bis fellow-servant on the impropriety of her con- 
dact, but he seems to have formed a des;era'e scheme of revenge. 
On the night of Wednesday, the 8: of June, Jeary mud а 
fellow-servant named Platten went upstairs to go to bed, 
both women s'eepiog in the same room.  Piatten, how- 
ever, recollected that а gentlemen who was satayiog at 
the house bad not returned, and she went down-statrs to make the 
necessary arrangemeots for his cótvenience. Darigg her Wbseube 
Brckueli attacked bis sweetheart Wud stabbed her tatay wih a 
knife ia the breast. Death wee Wlmost ius:antaneoue, and the 
prisoner was at once taken into y, adinitipg “ће had done 
ic" and delivering up tbe knife. е Was tried at the last sitting of 
the Central Criminal Court, before Lord Chicf Justice Erle, and the 
facts of the case being uodisputed BB was convicted aud sentenced 
to death. Mr. Sleigh defended the ргіғовег, admitted the crime, 
but suggested temporary insanity and provocation, with a view of 
mitigatiog the offence to mausletghier The defence totally failed, 
aud so deliberate and desigued was the murder that the ususl 
sympathy accorded іп most ctses was withheld from Bricknell. 
No effort on the part of the public was made to save hie life, 
although he himself petitioned Sir George Grey, praying for a 
commutation of bis sentevce. ‘fhe Home B«eretary, howe-er, saw 
no reason to ioterfere, and the wretched man pad the penalty of 
his crime. Daring the trial and after his conviction Bricknell 
showed great calmness aud se!í-possesiion, #01 his conduct and 


a parting interview wit hts relatives—the scene was а painful and 
affecting one. On Saturday the usual preliminsrics a'tesdiog an 
execution were commenced. Tne space іп frout of Newgate was 
fenced off, to prevent unnecessary orushiog, and the approaches 
leading to the place of ex: cution wore barricated 

The preparations for the exe ution were completed at an early 
hour on Моий у worning, bui there Was an absence of that crowd 
which waually gathers in front of Newgate ou such occasions. A 
few ill-dressed, dissipated men and women slept on the steps of the 
houses opposite the prison, 400 or 500 persons of toth sezes, prin- 
cipally youths and girls, buug about ihe barriers, for which there 
seemed not to be the slightest necessity, the presence of tne dingy, 
dirty-lo king apparatus of death, the scaffold. being the principal 
indication of the scene that was to follow. Between six aud eeven 
o'clock, a considerable addition waa made to the crowd Persons 
on their way to work from various points ha? в pe-p at the arrapgc- 
ments from Gkianer-strect, Soow-hill, or Ludyate-street. bome 
passed on afler в brief atay, whilat others remained to witness tbe 
execution ; but the crowd had по very grea* accession to its num-

It 
must be with feelings almost of despair that the race which hae for 
ве long maintained its country as an independent and respected 
State can see it limited to two narrow islands and the overran 
province of Jutland. The mortification of recognising German 
superiority is в less evil than the apprehension which the manifest 
power of Germany to repeat the invasion шаа inspire. Yet even 
now i; may be said that the position of Danmark is not hopeless: 
There is comfort to be extracted even from defeat and disruption. 
After all, though the peace hag been imposed on the Danes by а 
victorious enemy, it is stil] a peace. The strain of war will cease, 
the men and money which. have been hitherto devoted to resisting 
the. Germans will find other employmenta, What ie left of Den- 
mark may in a few years become а prosperous and contented king- 
dom. The happiness of nationg does not depend on their im- 
portance ; it із, indeed, often im, an inverse ratio to their magni- 
tude in their neighbours’ eye& and their own. Small States 
need к‹ер up only a small army, and no navy stall. If Denmark 
be reduced to the rank of Hanover, or tha late Duchy of Tascany, 
the Danes may be all the. more fortunate ің heing able to imitate 
the more moderate establishments of minor States; and, when the 
firat bitternegs of conquest is past, they may even be able to console 
themselves,for the loss of the Dachies. Denmark will not be the 
first State that has been benefited by losing unwilling subjects.

Тнк appeal to the House of Lords by Major Yelverton against the 
decision of the Scottish court, pronouncing his marriage with Miss 
Longworth legal, has been decided in the major’s favour. Lord 
Wesibary declared the marriege valid ; but Lords Obelmsford, 
Wersleydale, and Kingsdown pronounced it invalid. Major Yel- 
vertcn has gained his cause, and has “ put to silence,” іп а legal 
sense, the woman he has 80 grievously injured. But neither the 
judgment of the House of Lords nor Major Yelverton can put to 
silence the public voice, nor prevent the publio from believing that, 
by the aid of the Supreme Court of Appeal in this kingdom, he 
has been able to triumph in a great wrong. A majority of law 
lords have given one sentenco, but human equity and human jus- 
tice will certainly give another. Before the tribunal of the public 
conscience Major Yelverton has long atood condemned, and the de- 
cision of the House of Lords by a majority of one will not have the 
effect of reversing that condemnation. Legally, of course, Major 
Yelverton is set free. Legally, of course, he has not been guilty 
of bigamy, and something even worse. By the decree of the House 
of Lords he is held to bave married only one woman. But no de- 
cree of the House of Lords can alter the common verdict, or pre- 
vent us from believing with the Lord Chancellor thet his only true 
wife is Miss Longworth. With the greatest possible respect for the 
three law lords who have set aside & just claim, we are at & lose to 
understand how men of such experience and discipline could have 
considered all the facts, ав carefully as they evidently have con- 
sidered them, without arriviug at the conclusion that the case of 
the appellant had no foundation either in equity or law, justice or 
truth. We are ready to admit that there are difficulties, that Miss 
Longworth behaved with culpable indiscretion on many occasions, 
that the Scotch lew of marriage, 80 long as it exists, must be the 
fertile source of similar disputes, and that the question to be de- 
cided is simply whether or not there is evidence sufficient to satisfy 
a reasonable mind of the fact that a merriage, valid in Scotland, 
had taken place. But it eppears to us that the facts, intricate as 
they are, involving also the difficulty of interpreting passages in 
в long series of love-letters, do show that, before Miss Long- 
worth gave herself up to Major Yelverton, she and he had gone 
throagh & ceremony which the queer marriage law of Scotland says 
constitutes marriage. Неге was а man pursuing а women not an- 
willing to be pursued. He found that he could not call her bis 
own, could not live with her as her husband, without firat making 
her his wife by marrying her according to Scotch law. Even 
after this had been done, and because the lady made it a sine qua 
nonthat their union should be blessed by her Churcb, she would 
not for monthe live with him, until he had promised to perform his 
part in a Roman Catholic marriage ceremony, а promise be fulfilled 
at Rostrevor. But, it is said, there is no evidence that & Bootch 
marriage took place in Edinburgh. And here we have a conflict of 
direct assertions. Miss Longworth affirms and Major Yelverton

MARRIAGE ОЕ Priests —The civil tribunal of Angouleme was 
called on to try a snit involving а question whether Romen Ostholio 
prieste can be legally married in France Io the beginning of the 
present year the Abbe Оһмарпоп, & suspended priest, applied to 
tne may rs of Mouthiers aud Plassac-Roufliac to bave the bauns of 
marrisge published between bimself and tladame C——, a widow. 
ho officials both declined to make the publication required, unless 
suthorieed to do во by a judicial decision, and the abbe accordmgly 
ins'ituted the present proceedings, and selected as his counsel 
M M. 0, gorce and Marrot. The former, in opening the cage, said 
that in tbe early ages of the Christian Church there was no law to 
prevent the marriage of its ministers, and that consequently the 
prohibition was поь of divine iusriturion Їр eupport of this ssser- 
tion he made severa! quotations from the writings of St. Paul, and 
laid great stress on the pasesge in that apostie's epistle to Titus, 
which says, “а bishop mutt be blameless, the huvbant of one wife, 
having faithful children not accused of riot or utruly." Wav from 
being prohibited, the marriage cf priests wab practised for several 
centri: @ without any opposirion on the part of the Oburóh, nor was 
the marriaze of persons іш holy orderg formally forbidden ull the 
Council of Trent After examining the argaments agafet the 
marriage of priesta the learned counsel concluded by asserting that 
they were в together withcut influence on the laws and institatrons 
ct France. M Marrot examined the question ia the point of view 
of the * Code Napoleon” ара the orgsuic law of the * Concordat,’ 
aud maintained that the Code proclaimed the principle of liberty 
of marriage for all citizens without exception, and that the “ Oon- 
cordat” only imposed celibacy on priests in воџае! eirercise of sacred 
ministry. After sliuding t^ the dieousion which arose in the 
Council of State, when іп 1813 Napoleon propoved to that body a 
law interdicting the marriage of priests, and subjecting those who 
should infringe it to the same penalty as bigamiste, M. Marrot con- 
cluded, from the Jangusge used on that occasion by M. Portalis, 
that neither any law рог the text of the “Сойе Na; ” de- 
prived priests of the right to marry. In concluding, the learned 
counsel stated that several tribunales had already decided that ques- 
tion in favour of liberty, so far as regarded ali priests relieved rom 
the duties and obligations of the шіпімту. The two mayors 
having declared that they left tbe case altogether in the hands of 
tne tribunal, tbe further hearing was postponed for a fortnight, 
when the public minister will give in his conclusions.—Galig- 
nant

besi River in 1858 They had procured the wi- 
mitando and countenance of the Portuguese Go- 
werbment, and an order to iis sabardinstes to 
give tnem every aid and support. ‘The berboar 
was а remarkably бое one, ana everything pio- 
mised well when they made their firet-expedition 
up the river. Тиеу found the neighbouring coun- 
try thickly peopled, and some eaution was re- 
red to evoid any demoustration, lest they 
ld be attacked from tbe banks with the 
arrows of the natives, who knew no Europeans 
but the Portuguese, and were not disposed from 
whet shey kuew of {һеш to give straugers a very 
friendly reception. When they came down, how- 
ever, they found that these hostile feelings had 
disappeared, and that they were weil rvveived 
The exped tion was sent out by the English uni- 
versities, and accompanied by the excelleut and 
devoted Bishop Mackenzie, who wae во regard- 
lees of hib own cowfort that there is little doubt 
he lost bie life thereby. The Portuguese bad 
long carefally excladed all other Europeans from 
the country ; be himself had obtained access to 
it on а former occasion by entering it from &be 
south and coming down the river, when they 
could not for very shame compel him to go buck. 


Thies was in 1856, вод on hie return two years , 


later the expedition was allowed without difficulty 
to enter "һә country, se just stated. Ou ascend- 
ing the river several ostar«cts were enoouutered, 
which Dr. Liviugetone hed net seen when he 
came down.

I: contaiued а tick 
popa'etion. fluarishing vilages, «ud бое cultiva- 
fion. Above wee en elvvatel platéau, some 
thousand feet above the ses, which strovgly 
resembled the Deccan, excep’ shat it was covered 
with trees and grass, вой which, Itke the УН-у, 
cael a large population. Bat sbont that tae 
the Portuguese sold а quepti'y of fice-arms aud 
ата ов to one of the tribes, to be paid Чогіа 
Slaves. The tibo, (hus armed, swept the whole 
neighbouring couutry like в scourge killing ‘the 
men in обе villeges snd carryiog ой women and 
children into slavery. This produc d a terrible 
famine, in which large numbers of the survivors 
periehed; end the fine valley of the shire was 
transformed literally intoa valley of boues. Whole 
villages were found without people; it was im- 
possible to walk helf a mile withont seiug a 
skeleton lying by the way, and yon might open 
the door of а hut and find skeletons lying ішіде 
—sometimes two side by aide, with а Пије 
skeleton between them Оа &uother expedi-ion 
they ascended the main swesm of thé Z.m- 
bel, passing thirty-five miles óf гасна, end 
reached Lakto Nyassa, which wae 270 miles 
long and sixty or «eveuty wide. Above wea a 
rauge of hills, which proved when thay had ss- 
c»ned it to he another m or table lend 
4000 féet high, extending for many miles, avd 
filled with villeges and cultivation. Tae govern- 
ment ‘wae of the patriarobel form, each vidaye 
baing eutirely independent under its own ‘head 
жет or chief. They bed no central Government, 
and each chief had to be negotiated with Seps- 
rately. In one mags зе there was a great contrast 
to this country, ior there were staves in every 
village ebained up and working for their masters. 
They were iobabitente of other villages, who had 
been kideapped and brought into captivity. They 
were held by в collar round the теск, to which а 
long stick was at'adhed, and they were thus 
secured for the night, or when made to travel 
pushed along by the proprietor, who held the 
о her end of the stick and followed. Мату of the 
slaves were quite little children, whose parents, 
probably, had been kil'ed, for De Livingstone did 
not believe tbat-their mothers sold them. Their 
houses were like those made by the poorer natives 
of this couniry iu the villeges. Іп reply to 
various questions, Dr. Livingstone, who 
seemed good-nataredly desirous to satisfy the 
Curiosity of those present, stated that tha cultiva- 
tion by the African natives was very good, 
though it was entirely carried on with bees 
They were very industrious, aud whole femi ies 
worked in their gardens, which were often very 
large; men, women, and children all together, eu 
infant in addition beiug some'imes seen deposited 
under в hedge. They grew beans of all hinds, 
pumpkine, maize, and rice, but not wheat nor 
grain. Ootton they grew, spun, and wove them- 
selves. ‘They had vo trade, except-occa-ionally 
іп tobacco, vor any ides of money, and they had 
to carry with them on the expedition & large 
quantity of celico, glass beads, aud brass wir», for 
purposes of trade; and here siso they are liable 
to disappointment, for if the glass ban were not 
of the kind in fashion among the ladies of the 
village, yon were Ӛове--іһеу would not be 
takeu on any aocount. They had mo idea of 
letters, nor ever acquired any Reading ap- 
-to -thom а sori of witchcraft; and 
they often ашавод themseives with the chiefs 
by writing а word in huge lettere and
